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BETTER HORSE SHOW JUDGES 





“Something has got to be done about the judging situation” is a com- 
ment that is frequently heard in and around the show rings these days. 
Some people complain that the judges are unfamiliar with the Rule Book 
of the American Horse Shows Association which regulates the conduct of 
most of the major shows in the country. Others say that judges are too 
much swayed by the ownership of the horse or by his record in previous 
shows. Sometimes it is an alleged financial interest in the horse. It may 
be the pretty blonde that’s putting him through his paces or the entertain- 
ment that the judge’s hostess provides over the week end. Sometimes just 
plain ignorance is blamed. 

About two thirds of these complaints are from exhibitors who didn’t 
get in the ribbons. Unfortunately there are only 4 or 5 of these coveted 
bits of silk in each class and a proportion of those who don’t get them have 
a tendency to think that “we was robbed”. On the other hand there is much 
criticism from those who take a somewhat broader view of the matter and 
really have the best interests of the show game at heart. 

The major difficulty about judging is that it is, in most respects, a 
thankless task. The judge stands in the ring for one or two or three days, 
sometimes more. During that time he must exercise the closest powers of 
concentration. The show committee urges him to get through the classes— 
and his lunch—“promptly.” Outside the ring a certain percentage of the 
exhibitors greet him with everything from pained surprise to offers to 
knock his block off. He is often expected to be the life of the meng 
parties and to get back into the ring next day, as fresh as a daisy. after 3 
or 4 hours sleep. In the back of the judge’s mind, while he is performing 
these duties, is the realisation that his business and personal affairs at home 
are being neglected and that consequently he will have to put in extra effort 
when he gets back. 

What does the judge receive in return for all this? A certain amount 
of prestige, of course. But the really able judges don’t need that kind of 
prestige—they have it anyway—and the people interested in acquiring 
prestige via the judge’s badge are not the kind we want in the ring. In 
addition about the most judges get is a polite thank you note from the 
Committee and perhaps a gold stick pin. 


THE CHRONICLE 


If we want to get our most cap- 
able horsemen and horsewomen into 
the judges’ stand, a place which 
many of them avoid like the plague 
—we must make judging more at- 
tractive. Committees should ask 
them not weeks, but months in ad- 
vance.. They should make sure that 
their fellow judges are people whom 
they like and can work with. They 
should invite enough judges so that 
no one will be under a strain. In- 
stead of incarcerating them in some 
hotel on the ground that they would 
otherwise be subjected to improper 
influences—what could be more in- 
sulting—the judges should be invit- 
ed to stay with their friends whether 
or not those happen to be exhibitors. 
If this sort of thing can influence 
their judgment, they should not be 
invited in the first place. By all 
means arrange for a resonable inter- 
val at lunch in a place where they 
will not be pestered by exhibitors 
and, if there are evening parties, 
give the judges a chance to get some 
sleep afterwards. 

Finally make sure that judges are 
not out of pocket because they have 
been kind enough to give you their 
time and knowledge. All too many 
Committees don’t even offer to pay 
carfare. A professional horseman 
should receive a check which will 
compensate him for giving up his 
business while he is away. 

It is not good judges which are 
lacking but conditions which will 
induce them to serve.

The 1957 meeting was the most suc- 
cessful ever staged at Hollywood Park. 
Patrons had to move quickly to keep from 
being hit by falling records, which were 
crashing down all over the place. 

The popularity of racing in Movie- 
town is emphasized by the daily average 
attendance figure - 31,006, Multiply that 
by 55, the number of days in the ses- 
sion and you have 1,705,306. 

The average daily handle was $2,310, 
904, and purse distribution averaged $67, 
081.82. Figures contradictory to these 
have been published, but this set was 
printed in bold type in the MORNING 
TELEGRAPH, and, as I understand it, bold 
type is supposed to be positive, declara- 
tive and incontrovertible. 

Alfred Vanderbilt’s Find played an im- 
portant role in racing at Hollywood. He 
was the hero of the opening-day program, 
when he won the Hollywood Premiere, at 
six furlongs, and he starred on the final 
program by scoring in the mile-and-five- 
eighths Sunset Handicap. He demonstrated 
his versatility still further when he won the 
Inglewood Handicap at a mile and one- 
sixteenth and the nine-furlong American 
Handicap. 

The gelded son of Discovery, from Stel- 
lar Role, by Bimelech, was third in three 
other stakes and earned $187,050 for Mr. 
Vanderbilt, which must come in mighty 
handy for a newly-married gent. 

The Sunset, July 27, brought out 10 
horses, with Llangollen’s Porterhouse 
top-weighted at 122, Find was second in 
line with 119, and the imposts of the rest 
slanted down to 103. 

Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Hoop Band went to 
the front at the beginning, with Infantry 
pressing the pace, Find was third. 

The seven-year-old Vanderbilt repre- 
sentative dropped back to fourth with about 
five furlongs to go, but then Ralph Neves 
asked for his mount’s best - and got it. 

Eddie Schmidt, always close, took over 
second place as Infantry faded and was 
only a head behind Hoop Band a quarter 
of a mile from home. Find was another 
head back in third place. 

Hoop Band weakened suddenly and Find 
whizzed past the eighth pole a head in 
front of Eddie Schmidt. He held the same 
margin at the wire.

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Table has been going great guns since 
finishing third behind Iron Liege and Gal- 
lant Man in the Kentucky Derby. He was 
second in the Californian Stakes, then won 
the Will Rogers Stakes, El Dorado and 
Cinema Handicaps and the Hollywood Gold 
Cup. 

Round Table won the Westerner by 
2 1/2 lengths and did not appear anywhere 
near ‘‘all out”. 

The victory was worth $69,300 to the 
Kerr Stable (Mr. and Mrs. Travis M. Kerr) 
and brings Round Table’s 1957 total to 
$328,625.

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FIBULAR FRACTURE 
FRESHENED IN FLORIDA 

Mrs. William H, Veeneman’s stakes 
winning filly Woodlawn seemed to enjoy 
her freshening up period at the Ocala Stud 
Farms, Ocala, Fla. The bay daughter of 
Challenge Me made her last start of 1956 
on October 10th. After recovering from a 
fractured fibula, she returned to the rac- 
ing wars on March 30th of this year. Al- 
though racing against seasoned allowance 
colts and fillies, Woodlawn stayed off the 
pace until the final quarter mile and then 
went after the leaders. She wore them 
down to win by a half length in 1:10 1/5 
for the 6 furlongs. 

‘When the Blood-Horse made its first 
report on fibular fractures in its issue 
of October 20, 1956, it was impossible to 
cite actual cases of recovery; the diag- 
nostic technique had been available only 
since the publication of Dr. R, L. Lund- 
vall’s article in the American Veterinary 
Medical Journal in July. Dr. Alex T. 
Harthill of Louisville, one of the first 
race track veterinarians to follow Dr. 
Lundvall’s lead, reported a case history 
in which the victim, one of the best 2- 
year-old fillies of 1956 (Woodlawn) had 
returned to the races in good form“, from 
the Blood-Horse, April 20, 1957. 


TAYLOE GRADUATES 

Col. W. Randolph Tayloe, trainer for 
the Ocala Stud Farms, Inc., Ocala, Florida, 
is highly satisfied with the subsequent re- 
cords made by the yearlings and two- 
year-olds which he has trained at the farm 
and then shipped to various trainers at the 
major tracks, On April Ist he shipped the 
bay two-year-old filly Carrie Louise to her 
owner Paul Shawhan at Keeneland, Eleven 
days later she won her first start at four 
furlongs paying $81.40 for a $2 ticket. 
In New York at Jamaica on the same 


afternoon, Paul Roberts had the Virginia- 
bred Fall Wind, belonging to Melvin Robin- 
son, in the third race at five furlongs for 
maiden two-year-olds. This was also her 
first start and she won by six lengths 
paying $50.40, Another quick winner from 
the Tayloe School was Police Call be- 
longing to J. E, Hughes of Middleburg, Va.

FAMILY BROODMARES 

Columnist Charles Hatton has the fol- 
lowing to say about family broodmares: 
**Hal Price Headley once recalled to us 
how, "in the old days’, the racing families 
of Kentucky developed their individual 
broodmare families. Each stud had its 
foundation dam. Her daughers and grand- 
daughters were bequeathed to succeeding 
generations of the heirs of the sportsmen 
who founded these studs. ‘*They would as 
soon think of selling one of their daughters 
as to part with a filly from one of these 
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families,’’ Headley said. ‘‘They were 
like the Arabs, who will sell any of their 
colt foals, but consider their fillies 
‘pearls beyond price’.”” The master of 
Beaumont himself practices this policy, 
or did until his dispersal several years 
ago. He bred and developed Alcibiades, 
who gave him Menow, Lithe, Hipparette, 
Sparta and Salaminia and established one 
of the “‘first families’’ of the Stud Book, 
His children were given Alcibiades’ 
daughters as wedding gifts. One could not 
buy a filly from him.”

In addition to being interesting read- 
ing, these informative little articles get 
across the message tothe public that there 
is a littke more to a race meeting than 
meets the eye of the casual customer 
whose orbit of activity includes mainly the 
betting windows.

Did Princess Alice actually turn cart- 
wheels in front of the clubhouse one after- 
noon? Nobody would ever swear they saw 
her do it, but suddenly there was a ‘‘rider”’ 
attached to a road-widening bill that went 
through the District Committee of the 
House, and Benning was out of business 
except as a training track. 

Queen Elizabeth II doesn’t seem to lose 
face when she appears at Ascot to see 
her horse run, We’ve never seen more 
warmth shown a monarch or head of 
state than on the beautiful day in June, 
1953, when she walked down the grassy 
stretch at Epsom, in front of 500,000, to 
witness the saddling of her colt for her 
Coronation Derby.

Mr. Bandy 


My valuation was almot finished. I had 
worked my way during the preceding three 
days through the main building, the silver 
and plate, the muniment room and the do- 
mestic offices; it remained for me to as- 
sess only the value of the, outdoor effects 
and my appraisement of the personal ef- 
fects of the late owner would be complete. 

The new owner, the eighth holder of the 
title and now’head ofa family whose an-

As we approached he straightened up 
from his task of weeding the cobbles, a 
slight wiry figure, holding a kitchen knife 
in his right hand. With his left hand he 
touched his forelock and bade his lordship 
**Good day.’’ Then, transferring the knife 
to his left hand, he shook hands with me. 
He was an old man, 85 to be exact, but 
he looked not a day more than 70, His 
blue eyes were bright, his skin unwrinkled 
his figure still lithe and well proportioned, 
and he had the slightly bowed legs of a 
horseman. In fact, his name was Bandy. 
I was handed over to his charge. 

Mr. Bandy had been head coachman 
for 40 years, and although he had been 
virtually retired for some five-and- 
twenty years, since motorcars had re- 
placed his beloved carriages, he had been 
allowed to live on in his cottage in the 
stable yard, for only death could ever re- 
move a family retainer from the purlieus 
of the estate. He passed his days rather 
like a barrack warden in adeserted camp, 
caring for the equipment and accommod- 
ation of an army that had faded into the 
limbo of the past. 
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He took me into the deserted stalls and 
loose boxes, now cluttered up with estate 
material. The brass door latches and hal- 
ter rings twinkled in the gloom, the hay- 
racks and mangers were free of dust and 
the floors and gulleys were scrubbed clean. 
In the large saddle-room the red-tiled 
floor shone like a rosy apple, and round 
the matchboarded walls, all nearly arrang- 
ed on their racks, were the saddles and 
harness that, 40 years ago, were the con- 
stant care of half a dozen grooms. Those 
above the door were his lordship’s and 
the young gentlemen’s hunting saddles; 
those three side-saddles were her lady- 
ship’s and the young ladies’; and that 
quaint contraption with two basket seats 
back to back was the donkey saddle in 
which his present lordship and his brother 
were led around the gardens when they 
were babies. 

I remarked on the beautiful condition 
of a plated set of double carriage harness, 
replete with crests and mounts, that had 
pride of place near the glazed cupboard 
that held the bits and stirrups. ‘‘Ah,”’ said 
Mr. Bandy, ‘‘I should have gone through 
that lot today if you hadn’t been coming, 
so I shall have to clean it tomorrow.”’ 
Would I want to be inspecting the rugs and 
rollers and the hoods and kneecaps? It 
would be no trouble to get them out of the 
chests. No, I did not think that would be 
necessary. I could put down a compre- 
hensive figure. He looked disappointed. 

The last department to be inspected 
was the coach-house, capable in the old 
days of housing three large vehicles, but 
now the last resting-place of a solitary 
brougham. Here again orderliness pre- 
vailed. The blue-upholstered interior of 
the brougham reeked of mothballs, the 
glass front and windows were crystal 
clear, the hubs and shaft sockets were 
greased. 

**Yes, sir,’’ said Mr. Bandy, ‘‘I used 
to take it up to London for eight months 
and back home again for four; and in all 
those 40 years I never so much as scratch- 
ed a bit of paint.” 

**When was the last time youdrove it?”’

Hacking Clothes 
Barney Lehane 


A few years ago a certain lovely 
lady, whose charms were used to promote 
the consumption of a well known beverage, 
appeared in an advertisement wearing 
riding clothes. Surrounding her were fox 
hounds and a horse and the lush, green 
fields of an estate. It looked very attract- 
ive to the eye, and I am sure that most 
people who saw it found it a very inviting 
ad. 

For me, however, there was one glaring 
error. Dressed as the young lady was, she 
could not possibly have mounted and ridden 
a horse. The clothes had been designed 
purely for their pictorial effect. 

This, of course, is one of those ex- 
amples of American advertising in which 
photographic results have been deemed 
more important than factual accuracy. I 
for one, do not intend to object too stren- 
uously to a practice that produces so many 
striking and beautiful advertisements. 

However, for the horseman, clothes 
must provide both freedom of movement 
and style. One phase of riding that is 
becoming more popular today is leisure 
riding, or hacking. More riding academies 
are being established and a number of the 
better ones have gone back to the “‘old 
days” and refuse to hire horses to those 
people who are not dressed properly. 
Many Chronicle readers have asked me 
from time to time just what the proper 
dress is for this type of riding and I am 
pleased to set down a brief listing for 
both ladies and gentlemen. 

The correct attire for men is a tweed 
coat of lightweight Harris, or lightweight 
Irish homespun, with salt sack or linen 
coat in hot weather. The waistcoat should 
be tattersall, lightweight, either check or 
plain color, with breeches or jodhpurs of 
cavalry twill in tanbark, grey or tan. A 
white or colored broadcloth shirt with a 


silk four-in- hand tie is correct; if astock 
is worn it should be of white pique or 
‘*birdseye”’ pattern. Gloves should be of 
pigskin or chamois with stitched palms or 
(in wet weather) yellow string gloves. 

Men are correct in tan field or blucher 
boots when wearing breeches. If canvas 
leggins are preferred, the proper shoes 
are four hole French bluchers. Either the 
latter or regular jodhpur shoes with strap 
may be worn with jodhpurs. 

Hacking clothes for ladies are much 
the same. They should wear a coat of 
District checks, Harris tweeds, Irish 
tweeds, or melton. Lightweight whipcord, 
gabardines or linens are excellent for 
summer. A tattersall or plain color vest 
is customary and a hat of soft felt. The 
shirt can be either white or colored, of 
madras, broadcloth or oxford cloth. Some 
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prefer flannel, silk or knit wool with col- 
lar to match. The necktie or stock can be 
or white pique or oxford cloth or rat- 
catcher. 

When it comes to gloves, women may 
wear capeskin, pigskin or chamois with 
stitched palms or (when the weather is 
wet) knitted string in color. For shoes 
with jodhpurs women should wear reverse 
calf, or four hole French blucher with 
canvas leggins; with breeches field or 
dress boots are both proper and com- 
fortable. 

Accessories include a collar pin, 
stockpin, cuff links, belt and riding crop. 
Spurs are optional. 

If the above habits are complete, the 
wearer will be dressed, and, if the tailor- 
ing is expert, will have no difficultly 
mounting and riding.

He 
has been conducting similar courses for 
years in England and, with this back- 
ground and wide experience, left very 
little doubt in anybody’s mind as to how 
riding should be taught. Both men share 
a mutual background in that they were 
only a year apart at the Equitation School, 
Weedon, when it was in its most flour- 
ishing condition, so that their teaching 
of riding is based on methods and theories 
learned from the same instructors. As 
Col. Cubitt has been the guiding light of 
the British Pony Club for a number of 
years, these methods of training have 
proved themselves..... the British won the 
3-Day Event at last year’s Olympics. 

The program was carried out as fol-

lows: On Monday evening, the horses 
were moved into one of the Fox Hill 
stables, and the participants gathered for 
a picnic supper and a general discussion. 
This got things off to a good start, as it 
gave everyone a chance to air their 
ideas and problems. Col. Cubitt’s un- 
failing, good natured humor put everyone 
in a receptive and cheerful frame of 
mind, The next morning, the mounted 
group was divided into two rides, Col. 
Cubitt taking charge of one and ColeFair 
of the other, all spent approximately 
two hours on the technique and problems 
of actually conducting a ride of children. 





The afternoon was devoted to the teach- 
ing of the training of the horse, or 
“‘dressage’*, This cleared up a great 
number of misconceptions. Both mendem- 
onstrated on horses that were not going 
too well for their owners, and which im- 
proved noticeably in a relatively short 
time. The value of teaching a general 
purpose seat to Pony Clubbers was amply 
demonstrated by simply lengthening the 
stirrups for manege work, and shortening 
them for cross country riding. 

That evening everyone was given an- 
other opportunity to discuss what he had 
been shown during the day, and the follow- 
ing morning was given a chance to put it

After nearly every big horserace, some 
wise bird in the press box jumps up and

He may say, ‘Well, that’s the first 
time Jockey Schmaltz ever won a race 
on a chestnut horse with a double ring- 
bone.”’ As it is practically impossible to 
check up on Jockey Schmaltz’s relations
